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Hellyer Must Go 

f AN THURSDAY. FEBRUARY 23, Dofem-e Minister' 
' ' Paul llellyer stated liefore the Commons de¬ 
fence committee that Rear-Admiral William Lahdv- 
more had been fired for "18 months of consistent dis¬ 
loyalty to the policies of the jK'ople he was paid to 
sene.” 

On Tuesday. February 28. Mr. Hellyer stated lie- 
fore the same committee: "I accept completely Ad¬ 
miral I^andvmoiv's statement that he was at tin time 
disloyal. I believe that it is absolutely correct and that 
at no time was there any disloyalty ... 

"I accept without reservation that no disloyalty 
to his service or his country was intended . . . 

"I withdraw without reservation any inference to 
the contrary.” ' , 

This retraction -r- it is not an apology — is not 
enough. It is ne t enough liecause A man who has de¬ 
voted his life in the sen ice of his country still re¬ 
mains ousted for a crime he did not commit. It is not 
enough because the man who deliberately perpetrated 
this miscarriage of justice still remains a s cabinet 

minister. . „ ... 

And this*«poses ah interesting question: Now that 
the defence minister has withdrawn the charge for 
which he fired Admiral Landvmore, will the admiral 
be offered full re-instatement to his foimer command 
post? 

It is difficult to see how anything loss than such 
action could be contemplated if the government has 
even the slightest interest in seeing that justice is done 
over this whole shabby affair. 

Whether Admiral Landymore would accept the 
offer to return to active command until he reaches 
his normal retirement age in 1972 is not important. 
What is important however, is that he Should at least 
be givdn the opportunity to accept or refuse. 

But even this would not be enough. The only real 
thing that would meet the needs of the moment in the 
interests of justice, in the interests of morale in the 
armed forces, and in the interests of the nation, is 
Mr. Hellyer’s resignation. 

Liquor Laws 

T HE ATTORNEY - GENERAL w as apparently not 
in his best form the other day — meaning his 
usual cautious seif — during discussion of liquor laws 
which his department administers. Or perhaps it was 
simplv that the truth will out notwithstanding. . 

At any rate, in rebuttal in the House of criticism 
of the present system and the suggestion that the

the Soviet bloc.

A loosely knit organization 
spanning Portugal, Spado, and 
France is profiting from them 
and the long mountainous 
border between Portugal and 
Spain which, as decades of 
smugglers have known, ia a 
problem to patrol.

Apparently, the number of club events that receive little 
publicity but upon which considerable la tting takes places are * 
Increasing rapidly. 

Particularly under criticism are the Calcuttas or auctions^ 
in. which club members buy the chances of various competitors 
- usually pairs dr fours—and when the competition is over the 
person holding the winning team's ticket scoops the pool. 

In many of these confined-to-club-member competitions the 
bidding is fairly modest, and there is no suggestion that the 
winning players are given a “kickback.” 

On the other hand, where clubs allow,guests as well as 
members to particulate, bidding often becumes high, ami there 
is always the fear that players with phoney handicaps will be 
introduced. • 

There are also instances known where the winning team 
has biwfltted by the generosity of the party that bought the 
team ticket. 

It is - believed that most of the Calcuttas played in British 
Columbia and the west are of the club member type, and they 
are played Quit# frequently in Vancouver. 

While no damgae may be done, the clubs allowing this type 
of competition are In effect failing to observe the RCCA regula¬ 
tions regarding gambling. The RCGA has reiterated to member 
clubs that it objects to Calcuttas and similar type comi>etitions.

Nor Is it only the downtown 
branch at the corner of Blan- 
shard jnd Yates.

Remedial work is done in the 
children's division for slow or 
reluctant readers, and there Is a

PROUD LIBRARIAN 
A quietly intense man Libra 
rian John Lort is proud at the 
Institution he has helped build. 
He is glad that some of the 
Intermumcrpal difficulties which' 


have plagued the Hbrary for 
years have been resolved and 
he is sure the organization’s 
potential Is tremendous. 

“We have a good staff here," 
says Mr. Lort. “We are not able 
to pay our professional people 
as well as some other libraries, 
byt the staff is loyal and 
hardworking and certainly not 
lacking In enterprise and initia¬ 
tive. “ 


There are about 82 on the 
staff. The library is open 66, 
hours a week and. for every 
staff member the public sees, 
thfrre are two b^hilgd the scenes. 

Many of the “back room 
boys" are on the fourth floor, 
one area to which the public is. 
not admitted. 

CATALOGUE 

A master catalogue of all 
books is kept there and it is 
there that now books are 
brought from all over the world' 
although mostly from the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Canada. 

It is there that three expert 
women are busy on repair 
work. In addition to effacing thp 
usual stupid obscenities and 
marginal notes, the women 
repair bindings and do a 
multitude of other jobs to 
restore books to usable condi¬ 
tion. 

ALL CHECKED 

It is here, too, that the 
laminated cover*, standard 
equipment on library books, are 
put on by machine. 

Books returned to the library 
by borrowers (about 2,200 a 
day) all go to a mezzanine on 
the third floor, where they are 
inspected for damage and 
checked against a “reserve 
list.” There are about 1,500 
books on reservation at all 
times, the librarian cays. 
FORGOTTEN 

There are losses, of course, 
and it is here that many of 
(discovered. 

/•"I doli't think that many 


people intend to steal books. It ! 
is usually a matter of forget- 1 
ling)^'giving them to other ' 
people or mislaying them,” Mr. 
Lort says. 

WlllF.ST CHOICE 

The library has about 207,000 I 
books, and with ever-increas¬ 
ing circulation the library wants |: 
to offer as wide a choice, to as , 
many j>eople as possible. 

The reference room with Its 
"stacks” — Its files of periodi¬ 
cals IBlcrkwoods hack to 1827), 
Its archives and its bound 
volumes of newspapers. Its ' 
clipping files, pamphlets and 
racks of microfilm — Is a little 
world in Itself. 

COURAGE 

This is a room which 
demands courage. It is here 
that lrbroriana, natural hoarders j 
though they are, have tn , 
exercise ruthlessness In occa- 
slonal cleanout^. 

“It’s not easy, believe me,' j 
says Mr. Lort. “It Is. perhaps, , 
one of the hardest things a ■ 
librarian has to do.” 

One of the big functions of the 
library staff is just plain 
"housekeeping.” 

SPECIAL DUTIES . . 

In addition to the usual 
maintenanle chores there are a 
lot of special duties. Films, 
when they are returned, have 
to be cleaned, as do pictures 
and*records. All have to be 
checked for damage. It all takes' 
staff and lime. 

The library budget this year, 
will be about 1537,000, and John 


Lort is hoping to spend $66,000 
on books — about $6,000 more 
than last year. 

There are problems, however, j 
More space Is going to be! 
needed downtown soon and other, 
branches will be opening and all 
this will mean more staff — and 
staff is not easy to come by. 
COMPETITION 

Librarians are at a premium i 
and'they can usually get better j 
money elsewhere. 

The University of B.C. 
library, for example, which has 
a cirruation not much greater 


than that of Victoria, has a 
budget of $2,000,000 a year and 
will pay $7,000 a year to 
Victoria’s $6,000. 

The field Is also open for 
librarians in the U.S., and 
salaries are higher.

Can Be Traced in Architecture 


1»!-. A1 in t'i.Tnmi'iim-*Uufr- 
Haled tolk on Ihc Revealing Art 
to the Women's Caqaillan Club 
meeting Wednesday afternoon 
at tlw Empress Hotel, outlined 
the problems and opportunities 
tn Canadian architectural his¬ 
tory. 

The sjteaker. who is the di¬ 
vision of art history chairman 
at University of Victoria, showed 
how the pattern of immigration 
and early settlements can he 
traced by the style of buildings, 
in n particular "area. '• 


Dr. Cowans illuatrat*^ his talk 
with colored slides of various 
buildings across Canada, from 
the small, basic cottage to the 
“picturesque*’ parliament build¬ 
ings in Ottawa. He also showed 
pictures of old world architec¬ 
ture in Great Britain and early- 


day homes in the United States ' 

He pointed out that in North i 
America in the 17th century the! 
basic house was a low, rectangu¬ 
lar sty le with upper storey or li 
attic used for sleeping. Ilej 
showed variations of the one- 
family farmhouse, originally de¬ 
veloped in Europe and brought 
to America during the early j 
day* of *mieme*H. The h*eto> 
design was evident in the houses 
of Virginia and Quebec. 

Dr. Goo ans further pointed out 
hew the salt box sty le of house 
found in the Maritime* '‘strayed 
across the border from New 
England." He also referred to 
the cobblestone architecture: 
which originated on this con¬ 
tinent around the old Rklge Road 
in northern New York State. In 
1830 the same technique of cob¬ 
blestone building sprang up in 
central Ontario, finding its way- 
back across the border to Michi¬ 
gan in the 1850s. 

The speaker ended his .talk* 
I with slides of various houses in 
the Victoria area and one of the 
■tf.enoe building at University 
of Victoria, which he said is re¬ 
lated architecturally to its par¬ 
ticular surroundings and region.

CAMPBELL P.I\'ER — Boys Rnd 
cirls smoke, boys wear their hair as 
loop as they want, some play cards. 

Ther«» is no restriction on the way girls 
dress, they can wear the shortest mini¬ 
skirts. 

Students sit sipping coffre. 

That's the way thmgs are at Campbell 
River High School. 

Restrirtions Bone 

The game is called freedom, and It has 
turned educational traditions upside down. 

Students can skip classes whenever they 
say. t 

There are no detentions, no punishments. 

Teachers stick to teaching, and leave 
rule-making to the Individual students. 

It’s an experiment in gettings things 
done without restrictions or disapproval. 

In the halls during the changing of 
classes sfudenta walk and talk lik£ adults. 

Boys can wear their hair like superBeaties 
or Yul Brunner*. They can grow beards. 

Although there is no rule on the way girls 
dress, we saw lew mini-skirts. 

Smofeinjf No Secret 

One girl said “We only want to wear short, 
short skirts to see how much we can get 
away with. 

There is a smoking room for ^senior stu¬ 
dents who smoke . .. . gone is the old thrill 
of racing around the next building, out of 
view of the school ground, to light up. 

We found a few students had skipped 
classes to study something they wanted to 
study. 

Classes were informal, some had seats in 
a semi-circle around the teacher. 

And there’s another side to the story . . . 
teachers, too, have more freedom. This con¬ 
cept is enabling Campbell River to attract 
top educators. 


John Young, principal of the school, has 
already lectured in the B.C. interior on the 
system. 

He is now on a 10-day trip to the United 
States to talk about the experiment. 

Mr. Young said 75 per cent of the studenls 
attend all their classes on a voluntary basis. ’ 

For the others, attendance 1* compulsory 
for only a few classes. 

The principal said "students are free to 
study at any time in the library, or in any 
unoccupied room in the school, without 
supervision by any teacher.” 

Red tn[>e has also been snip[>ed. 

Students don’t need administration slips 
or forms of any kind. 

Teachers Are Free 

They can loiter and chat in corridors 
during the five or 10-minute breaks between 
periods. 

Many students can leave the school any 
time they are not in class. 

One of the advantages to teaclwri Is that 
they are never on supervision duty at any 
time for any reason. 

They, too. can be away from the school 
at any time for any reason. They don't sign 
in cr out. 

‘’Teaching methods, letter grades and 
promotions are ail matters for the profes¬ 
sional judgment of the teacher.” 

What about examinations? 

“Each teacher decides whether or not he 
will set exams, how long they will be, and 
when they will be written,” said the prin¬ 
cipal. 

They are, however, expected to teach 
their classes at the appointed^times. 

One of the major complaints of high school 
teachers in B.C. has been the requirement 
that they Instruct courses that are far from 
their specialty. 

Says Mr. Young; "Our teachers are not 
required to teach in subject areas for which 
they have not been academically prepared."

An NDP member of the 
legislature rapped the provincial 
government's knuckles Wednes¬ 
day for dragging its feet in 
framing a plan to take advan¬ 
tage of federal medicare, when 
he addressed the Victoria Labor 
Council. 

Alex Macdonald (JUDP, Van¬ 
couver East) told the council 
delegates B.C. is following In 
the footsteps of Premier Man¬ 
ning of Alberta, "the John 
Bircher of Canada, w»ay out in 
the far right.” 

MANY YEARS 

He said the proposed federal 
medicare act "is a good act," 
even though It has taken the 
Liberal party from 1919 to 1967 
to get close to implementing it. 

The government, however, is 
fighting it, and could wind up by 
leaving the citizens of B.C. out 
in the cold by “dragging its 
feef ” He said B.C. must 
quickly shape up a portable, 
moMe plan, that will meet wHh 
federal approval in order to win 
federal financial aid. 

Mr, Macdonald, a Vancouver 
lawyer with a quick wit, pro¬ 
nounced himself "completely 
biased,” and had a Hew otfier 
things to say about the present 
provincial government: 

• Eavesdropping has been 
acknowledged in the British 
Empire to be unjustified since 
1381, when the first act against 
eavesdropping was passed. The 
present Sargent commission 
was just “the government turn¬ 
ing over stones to help them 
politically.” 

• Vocational school con¬ 
struction is lagging sadly be¬ 
cause the government Is not 
lakirtg advantage'of available 
federal funds. 

• Higher education is still 
tha prerogative of thosa with 


means. As an example, thei 
legal profession Is still largely j 
for privileged' lawyers off-1 
spring, "benchers and sons of 
benchers." 

Mr. Macdonald touched on the 
Vietnam crisis, “the crisis of 
conscience tor any human being 
who happens to Hve in the world 
today.” 

He termed the war "cruel, 
senselesa and unrighteous ... 
deaf to reason and blind to 
law,” and said it is Canada's 
position to talk frankly to the 
U.S. and help put an end to a 
grave iniquity. 

In regular business, the coun¬ 
cil passed: 


• A resolution protesting 
the Carter commission's pro¬ 
posal bo tax co-operatives and 
credit unions on a simitar basis 
to corporations and loan com¬ 
panies. 

•' A resolution asking the 
Canadian Labor Congress to 
appoint a full-time representa¬ 
tive for Vancouver Island. (The 
Port Albeml, Nanaimo and 
Campbell River Labor Councils 
are to be notified of the 
resolution.) 

• A motion to ask Attorney- 
General Bonner to terminate 
Immediately the activities of the 
Sargent royal commission on 
bugging. 


• A motion to ask Educa¬ 
tion Minuter Peterson to con¬ 
sider an immediate start on 
construction of a vocational 
school in the Victoria area.

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Sunless Sites

Almost every mail these days brings 
al least one enquiry from a harassed 
homeowner asking what on earth he can 
arrow to provide some color in planter* 
and flower beds on the north side of-the 
house. Most of our common bedding 
plants are virtually useless in shade, 
growing far t-w tail and lanky through 
lack of sunshine, or making all leave* 
and no flowers. 

A * A 

One plant which has always 'given 
me consistently good performance in a 
sunless site is the tuberous begonia. At 
one time, not so very long ago. The 
begonia was considered too delicate for 
outdoor planting, and even as an indoor 
houseplant it had the reputation of 
being "mlffy" — a gardener s term for 
fussy, demanding and unreliabJe. Even 
today, the plant isn’t easy to grow well 
in the living room of the average 
overheated home. 

We know now that begonias do much 
better outdoors than in. If you can give 
them a cool and moiat but well-drained 
site, they can get along quite nicely 
with just the bit -of sunshine they 
receive in the early morning and late 
afternoon, blooming their heads off 
fc-om late June well on into the fall of' 
the year. \ 


I have never had . the slightest 
trouble from bugs on begonias. A touch 
of mildew on the leaver has shown up 
from time to time, easl'y controlled 
with an ail-purpose ro*e spray, and I 
have had an occasional spell of bud- 
dropping in hot, muggy weather, but 
frequent spraying of the leaves and 
buds with a fine mist of plain water 
seems to put this right in a hurry. 

With begonias, you can work out any 
color scheme you like — except blue — 
for they come in scarlet, crimson, 
yellow, white, orange, pink, copper, 
rose salmon and blush. There are 
bicolor varieties too in which two or 
more colors or shade* are combined in 
the one flower. If you wish, you can 
plant up ail one color in a bold mass, 
although personally I find more interest 
in a bed of mixed colors, as with roses. 

A A A 

Begonia bulbs are more expensive 
than gladiolus but considerably less 
costly than dahlia tuber*. The cheapest 
are the Belgian-grown bull* known as 
double camellia-flowered, for the bloom 
ba* the general ahape of a camellia 
blossom but with individual flower* 
three to five inches across, and 
available in a very wide range of clear 
colors. 

A superior form ia the Giant 


California begonia, wilh larger bloom*, 
broader petals and sturdier plants. 
Some of these have heavily ruffled or 
quilled petals like an oversize carna¬ 
tion; some have high centres like a 
rose, and some the picotee kinds — 
have the petals edged In contrasting 
colors. The crested or fimbriata types 
have a •feathery cockscomh on each 
petal, sometimes in a contrasting color. 
These Californians come into bloom 
somewhat later thSn Belgian bulbs.- «, 
★ A'. * 

Fairly new and still rather hard to 
come by .are the Canadian hybrids, an 
outstanding race blooming even earlier 
than the Belgians but with bloom* a* 
big as the Californias. 

The hanging basket begonias have a 
pendulous or trailing habit of growth, 
rather like the old Balcony petunias so 
*eldom seen these days; these are 
grand for draping over the front edge of 
a window box Or planter. 

The Multi Bora begonia makes a tiny 
bulb, a very dwarf and compact plant, 
and bear* small, fully double flowers in 
dense clusters, blooming so prolificlally 
that you can hardly see the plant for 
the mass of blossoms. The Multifloras 
are the earliest of aJi the begonias, hut 
they require lomewhat more sunshine 
for top performance.

In his book which has since 
become a classic in its field, 
Why You Lose at Bridge, the 
late $. J.-Simon laughs at the 
public delusion that a bridge 
"expert” can tell every card 
in the opponents' hands after 
a few tricks have been taken. 

He demonstrates that the 
expert knows a Httle more 
than the amateur, and that 
almost anyone can count the 
cards, and place them, at 
bridge as accurately as any 
tournament player — if he 
will take the trouble. 


The veneration of “experts" 
J* one of the chronic diseases 
of modern society. In every 
field, we seem to think that 
the expert can do the impos¬ 
sible for us. Our exaggerated 


respect for the scientist is the 
most dramatic case in point 
— people today bdheve that 
science can rescue us from 
our predicament, not realizing 
ihat the scientist himself is 
often trapped by the machine 
he has created. 


We refuse to take the 
trouble in world affair* as 
well as in bridge. We prefer 
the expert to do our judging 
and thinking for us, and to 
present us with the answers is 
a capsule Sunday-suppiemrnt 
form. But the truth is that the 
expert Is often, as confused as 
we are: only he is able to 
conceal it beneath an Impres¬ 
sive technical facade. 

The average man has been 
given a tremendous inferiority 


complex in this era of special¬ 
ization. He fails to see that 
the man who can split the 
atom is not necessarily the 
man who can untie the 
nations; indeed, to take just 
one melancholy example, it 
was the brilliant specialization 
of Prof. Oppenheimeri in phy¬ 
sics that made him so naive 
about the world of contem¬ 
porary politics, so easily 
duped by his hopes.

The specialist can show us 
how to get somewhere, but 
first we have to tell him 
where we want to go. If we 
relinquish this authority, we 
have stopped being a free 
people, whatever other liber¬ 
ties we may still possess

If the average citizon 
continues to use his ignorance 
as-an excuse for his sloth, the 
experts are likely to expertize 
the human rnce right off the 
map.
